Mr. W. F. Herxes, Huntsvinuz, ALA. 

Dear S1r:—Your esteemed favor 28th 
alt. at hand. Thank you for your kind 
words. I have no doubt of the value of 
No. 26, as also all of the Japan sorts with 
which I am acquainted for commercial 
orcharding over a wide area of territory. 
Their rugged habits, great productiveness 
and satisfactory quality, combine to make 
them exceedingly popular. No. 26 seems 
to be extremely hardy, we think more so 
than some of the others, although all that 
I have tested are sufficiently hardy for 
this latitude except Kelsey. 

As to the name you propose to attach to 
No. 26, I have never aspired to connecting 
my name to any fruit, and would suggest 
“GENEVA” instead, but shail with this sug- 
gestion, simply add “do as you think 
best.” As you intimate, the extreme 
earliness in ripening of this sort is an im- 
portaut factor and will doubtless be so 
considered by many, “especially when its 
keeping properties are thought of.

Our illustration in this number of THE

business. The laborers here are nearly 
all negroes, usually such as have been ac- 
customed to cultivating cotton. The 
clerical work is all done by white men. 
The average number of laborers, the year 
round, is 165; of this number there are 35 
colored women who work ina _ separate 
gang with a colored man as ieader. The 
women do the peach seed planting, which 
is done in the fall, and all the hoeing; 
they also dibble grafts and cuttings, and 
much other work throughout the year. 
The photograph also shows the iarge brick 
cool storage cellar and packing house.

The Sensitive Plant and Tartarian 
Lamb. 


The great mass of visitors will never 
have time to give more than a glance at 
the World’s Fair as a whole. Even as a 
constant visitor the writer is ever stum- 
bling on something worthy of more than 
a passing notice; it would take no mean 
botanist and plant man to make up a cata- 
logue of the plants grown at the World’s 
Fair, provided he gave the history of 
each and every one. The other day we 
saw a pan of the sensitive plant strug- 
gling alongtomakeupthenumber. Then 
the Barometz or Tartarian Lamb is there 
too, that plant that in old times was 
credited, although of vegetable form, with 
cropping vegetation beneath it like unto 
an animal. Pictures of the most curious 
forms are still extant in old herbals or 
botanic works, and which the elder Dar- 
win thus describes: “This curious fern, 
anative of China, sometimes pushed out 
of the ground in its horizontal situation 
by some of the inferior branches of the 
root, had some resemblance to a lamb 
standing on four legs, and has been said 
to destroy all other plants in its vicinity.” 
Sir Hans Sloane describes it under the 


name of Tartarian Lamb, and has given a 


print of it in Philos. Trans. abridged, 
Vol. XI, p. 646, but thinks some art had 
been used to give it an animal appearance. 
Dr. Hunter. in his edition of Evelyn’s 
Terra, has given a more curious print of it 
much resembling a sheep.”—Edgar San- 
ders in Prairie Farmer. 
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The World’s Congress Auxiliary. 


From The American Florist. 

* * * The officers of the World’s Con- 
gress Auxiliary of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition recognizing the peculiar value 
and importance of a Horticultural Con- 
gress have taken especial pains to assign 
to it the most favorable time, and to pro- 
vide ample accommodations in the way 
of halls and other facilities for its meet- 
ing. 

The proposition is to hold a World’s 
Congress of Horticulturists in Chicago to 
commence August 16 and to last for 
about four days with sessions so arranged 
as to occupy only half <f each day, leav- 
ing the remainder for visits to the Expo- 
sition proper. 

The Congress is to be divided into sec- 
tions such as Florists’ Section, Fruit 
Growers’ Section, Seedsmen’s Section, etc. 
The different sections to meet in suitable 
halls provided for the purpose, both to 
listen to carefully prepared papers or ad- 
dresses and for discussion of the subjects 
brought before them. 

In addition to the meetings of the sec- 
tions there will be held great mass meet- 
ings of all interested in horticulture to 
listen to the ablest speakers obtainable. 
All meetings of this and other congresses 
will be held in the permanent Memorial 
Art Palace on the Lake Front of Chicago. 
The Society of American Florists, the 
American Seed Trade Association and the 
American Pomological Society will hold 
their annual meetings during the same 
month. 

The organization devised by the World’s 
Congress Auxiliary to carry out the plan 
is the following: 

1. A local committee of arrangements 
composed of a few men familiar with 
general horticulture and located so as to 
be able conveniently to meet in Chicago 
as often as may be necessary. The work of 
this committee is to arrange for the divis- 
ion of the congress into proper sections; 
to provide halls for their meetings, and 
also to select subjects for discussion and 
arrange for suitable men to present them 
and in general to carry out the sugges- 
tions of horticulturists so as to make the 
congress as practically useful as possible. 

2. An advisory council consists of the 
prominent horticulturists of the world, 
who are expected without any meeting of 
formal consultation among themselves, 
and without any special invitation, to in- 
dividually offer to the committee of ar- 
rangements such suggestions concerning 
the congress, the topics to be discussed 
aud the men best fitted to present them,

{jas they think would aid in making the 


congress what it ought to be. 

3. Committees of co-operation ap- 
pointed by the horticultural societies, 
such as the American Pomological Soci- 
ety, the Society of American Florists, the 
American Seed Trade Association, the 
American Association of Nurserymen, who 
Shall advise with the committee, of ar- 
rangements in relation to all the plans for 
the meetings of the particular section to 
which they belong. 

Several sucieties have already appoint- 
ed such committees of co-operation to act 
with the committee of arrangements, and 
SO many prominent horticulturists, both 
of this country and in Europe, have ex- 
pressed a deep interest in the plan, that a 
great congress of horticulturists is an as- 
sured fact, and we ask all interested to do 
what they can by way of suggestion to 
the committee of arrangements, or other- 
wise, to make the congress a marked suc- 
cess. All are also earnestly requested to 
so arrange their visit to the World’s 
Columbian Exposition as to be with us at 
the time above stated, beginning on the 
16th of August, 1893. 

The attendance and participation of 
professors in the higher institutions of 
learning, directors of botanical gardens, 
editors and authors of appropriate pub- 
lications in the work of the congress, are 
cordially invited. 

It is expected that as the work prog- 
resses other announcements will follow 
this preliminary one and that our advis- 
ory council will be largely increased. 

Address any suggestions that you think 
would aid us to the undersigned chairman.

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Pruning Trees. 


Many trees suffer from excessive prun- 
ing; while as many probably fail to meet 
the results anticipated by cultivators, 
through a want of pruning. No onecan 
be taught how to prune prcperly, un- 
less the object to be attained by such 
pruning is clearly kept in view. The 
student of this branch of practical horti- 
culture, coming into Philadelphia by the 
JE pee oe may see an admirable lesson in 
this line from the large forest trees in 
the vicinity of the Zoological Gardens. 
These have evidently suffered at some 
time or another from _ starvation. In 
natural woods, trees a great 
deal of food from the decay of fallen 


receive 


leaves which accumulate beneath them; 
this collects sand and other mineral mat- 
ters, and forms an excellent opportunity 
When the 


surface is kept clear, as it ought to be 
kept clear for popular enjoyment, the 
trees have no opportunity of getting the 
nutrition necessary to sustain vigorous 
hold on life. Whena dry season comes 
of extra severity, or an extra severe win- 
ter is experienced, the vital power being 
low, large branches get weak, or in many 
ceases, nearly die. In the illustration we 
have above re‘erred to, these trees simply 
had their heads cut off. The trees were, 
in common language, pollarded; but the 
branches shot out with little more vigor 
than before. because the real trouble was 
not this excess of branches, but the defi- 
ciency of food. As a consequence, the 
stumps are rotting away at the centre, 
and it will nut be many years before these 
fine specimens of the ancient forests of 
Pennsylvania will disappear. If a large 
amount of surface manuring had been 
applied instead of heading off the trees. 
it would have been a life-saving, instead 
of a life-destroying operation. 

It will be seen then, that the object for 
which we prune must be first considered 
before pruning is resorted to. 

In connection with orchard trees, the 
same thoughtfulness before commencing 
to prune is required. Itis essential that 
a tree should have a large amount of 
healthy foliage rather than the same 
quantity of halfstarved leaves. Branches 
in the interior of the tree, bearing only 
half shaded or weak leaves, are of little 
use. If these are taken out, the vital 
energies are directed into the healthier 


of giving food to the roots. 


branches, which are made still more 
healthy, and great good results. But it 
may be that the trees have been allowed 
to overbear and the larger branches have 
had their life-principle somewhat ex- 
hausted. In such a case, instead of prun- 
ing out the yourger branches in the in- 
terior, it is better to cut away the larger 
and somewhat exhausted ones and leave a 
younger race of shoots to take their place. 
These illustrations are given to show that 
the whole question of whether pruning is 
or is not an advantage, is wholly depend- 
ent on the object which it is attempted to 
gain, and this can only be answered by 
the facts in each individual case.—

The Peean., 


In a recent paper I noticed an interest- 
ing article on the pecan nut. This nut is 
receiving of late the proper attention 
which it certainly deserves. As one 
states, a grove is worth as much as an 
orange grove. It grieves me when I think 
of the splendid trees two feet and more 
in diameter, that have been cut down on 
the river bottom near Morrison, trees that 
bore bushels of nuts annually; they were 
not as large as those mentioned in the 
South. Those will, however, not do here 
in this latitude, as they are too tender, 
but there may be some among them that 
could bear our climate if tried. There 
are large ones in this vicinity, but not of 
the thin shelled class. 


difficulty in graiting them successfully 
on the hickory if done under ground, but 
to get them to grow by grafting on the 
large trees in a very uncertain operation, 
as I know from experience. They are 
easily grown from seed, and when a year 
old might be grafted where they stand in 
the rows, and set out a year afterwards. 
That they are uncertain to grow is a mis- 
take, but it requires care in transplanting, 
as the whole root must be gotten out. 

In raising seedlings I notice that the 
root is usually about double the thickness 
of the top, and twice the length in one- 
year-old seedlings. To growfrom seed to 
bearing size is an uncertain process, when 
we consider that we don’t know whether 
a good or poor article will be the result, 
but by graiting with superior varieties 
they are a sure thing, and will bear 
earlier.—Judge Miller in Colman’s Rural 
World.

Terms and Conditions Governing Quotations in the Price 
List of the Huntsville Wholesale Nurseries. 


RAtTES.—As we send this list to the trade only, 
we make the ditference in prices between the 10, 
100 and 1000 rates very slignt—simply sufficient, 
as a rule, to cover the ditference in the expense 
of handling in the smaller numbers. We uni- 
formly tie in bunches of 10, when consistent 
with the order, and we suggest to our customers 
to make their orders for varieties in multiples 
of 10 as far as practicable. Orders for 50 and 
not over 300 trees, if for not less than 10 of a 
variety, will be charged at the rate per hundred. 
Orders requiring 200 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety. will be filled at the Jowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, will be charged at the rate per ten. 


SEASON.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. 

We have great advantages to offer here in 
early shipments for.the North in Spring. We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow, as 
we never buy trees to sell again. You can de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Each order 
is taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment. 


SHIPPING DrRECTIONS.—We respectfully beg 
our patrons to furnish us with explicit direc- 
tions as to shipping, and the mode of conveyauce 
by which tiey ucsire trees forwarded. W hen no 
particular directions are given, we forward 
according to the best of our judgment. Butin 
no case do we assume any responsibility as to 
safe uelivery and condition of Trees and Plants 
after a proper shipment by us. 


RELEASE.—When prepayment of freight is not 
required, we will Release and Guarantee, and 
take forwarder’s receipt and mail to consignee. 
Itis left to the option of the shipper of trees 
over some railroads, whether he will release 
them or not under the clause *‘Value less than 
$5.00 per 100 lbs.”’ If released under this clause, 
the freight is less on roads governed by this 
classification,and we will assume it to be proper 
to make this release, without reference to the 
value of the trees, unless instructed to the con- 
trary. Thisclause does not apply upon roads 
under some of the district classifications, and 
because of this confusion we will not be held 
responsible for any oversight to release, unless 
instructed by our customers. Claims for delay 
or loss must be made to the forwarders. 


PACKAGES.—The cost of package must be 
added to the prices quoted in this list,as tollows: 

Boxes 30 inches square, from 7% to 9 feet long, 
as the trees may require, each $2.50; boxes 24 
inches, | $2.00; boxes 18 inches, $1.50; bales from 
25e. to 75c. each. 


PACKING.—Goods will be packed in moss, and 
especial care taken to insure their arrival in the 
best condition. 


ASSORTMENTS.— We do not require customers 
to take an assortment they do not wish, but will 
sell one variety alone if desired. If any substi- 
tution can be allowed, cither in grade or variety, 
it should be so stated when making the order. 
As a rule we do not substitute without per- 
mission. 


_CAUTION.—We accept all orders upon the con- 
dition that they shall be void, should any injury 
befall the trees from frost, hail, storm, fire, or 
other causes over which we have no control. 


TeRMS.—Cash. When desired, we will allow 30 
to 60 days from date of shipment, to responsible, 


prompt-paying customers. Parties with whom 
we have had no business transactions, will save 
time by sending reference, Bank, if possible, 
with order. We wish it expressly understood 
that payment is expected from the first collec- 
tions made, and the time named is only intended 
as so many days of grace in which to make 
returns. To northern customers, who wish to 
lay in stock for Spring trade, we will ship late 
in Fall or early in Spring, and allow time for 
payment till May 15th. If shipment is required 
in the Fall for Spring use, a note is to be given 
upon receipt of the trees. We do not allow any 
discount for cash, but we make our prices low to 
command cash, or prompt returns. In orders 
when the time is not mentioned, 30 days is to be 
understood. Interest at the rate of § per cent. 
per annum must be paid on over due accounts 
Should prices be changed, either higher or 
lower, during the season, the prices ruling at 
the pine the order is made, are expected to 
stand. 


ForMS OF PAYMENT.—AII bills are payable at 
the office of the seller, and remittances should 
be made by drafts on New York, Chicago or St. 
Louis, or by money orders on some “Express 
Company, or by postal orders. We will, how- 
ever, accept checks from those of our customers 
who may be located at places having no bank- 
ing, express or postal facilities, provided they 
make them in every case payable “with ex- 
change’’, or add 4 of onecent. to the amount of 
he bill for the cost of collection. 


GRADES.—We grade very carefully, in some 
cases by caliper, in others by height. When 
graded by both caliper and height, the caliper 
must govern, as the height then named is only 
to be considered approximately. When graded 
by height or caliper, we include the lower num- 
ber and exclude the higher. Instance: ina 
grade of 4 to 5 feet trees, the 4 feet trees are in- 
cluded, but not the 5 feet trees. If 5 feet trees 
are wanted, the5 to 6 feet grade must be ordered. 


GUARANTEE OF GENUINENESS.—While we ex- 
ercise the greatest diligence and care to have all 
our Trees, etc., true to label, and hold ourselves 
in readiness, on proper proof, toreplace all trees, 
etc.. that may prove untrue to label, free of 
charge, or refund the amount paid, it is mutu- 
ally understood and agreed to, between the pur- 
chaser and ourselves, that our guarantee of gen- 
uineness shall in no case make us liable for any 
sum greater than that originally received for 
said trees, etc., that shall prove untrue. 


ACCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons. Claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause, will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days. Should there be any frost 
in the trees upon arrival, the boxes should 
not be opened until the frost is all out. The 
presence of frost in the boxes is not to be consid- 
cred an evidence of bad condition, as we pack 
to secure the trees against damage, if the frost 
is allowed to come out in the natural way. 
Goods will be considered accepted if removed 
from the boxes in which they are packed, with- 
out notice of complaint to us, and without our 
orders for their disposition.
